All of the 'members of the

definite postponement. 
Ridenaur submitted a minority re­ 
port recommending that the bill 
be 
advanced to second reading for fur­ 
ther consideration and revision. 
Eight new measures were

duced in the senate, and fourteen in 
the house before 
adjournment 
at 
noon. 
Discussion of the Murden bill fur­ 
nished the only sharp contention of 
the day . 
Seven bills were 
passed 
in the 
house and three in the senate before 
the adjournment of busy 
sessions 
Monday . 
Bills passed by the house included 
measures to permit the city of Elk ­ 
hart to 
create 
a new waterwork s 
department ; to create two additional 
Lak e county superior courts; 
to 
ex tend city zoning and planning pri­ 
vileges to all incorporated towns; to 
authorize counties and townships to 
aid in reconstruction of abandoned 
railroads; and to require a permit 
from the state hoard 
of pharmacy 
for the operation of drug 
stores, 
thus limiting drug stores 
in case 
medical liquor is restored to good 
grace, instead 
of 
only 
licensing 
pharmacists. 
These measures now

senate, 
In return, the senate passed and

The Ohio continues to rise below

said. Stages of 58 feet at Ashland, 
Ky ., 53 feet at Huntington, W. Va., 
and 57 feet at Portsmouth, O., are 
ex peeted today .

The attorney s are mak ing no a t­ 
tempt to have the lien on the ifim 
star’s California properties lifted. 
Releasing the money held in New 
York * will not allow Lita Grey , the

COOLIDGE SETS WEEK 
TO INDUCE VETERANS 
TO RENEW INSURANCE 


Washington, 
Jan. 
-The 
week of January 31 to Febru­ 
ary 7 has been named in a pro­ 
clamation by President 
Cool- 
idge a*^ a period for a nation­ 
wide effort to induce all 
ex - 
service men to reinstate their 
lapsed war risk insurance. 
The date for reinstatement 
of y early renewable term insur­ 
ance has been ex tended to July 
2, 19 27, after which the issu­ 
ance cannot be reinstated. 
“ Many veterans do not seem 
to k now about the continuance 
of the war risk insurance a f­ 
ter the war,” the 
President 
said, “ and its conversion with­ 
in a limited time 
into 
such 
form or forms of insurance us­ 
ually issued by life 
insurance 
companies. ”

Indianapolis, Jan. 25—(U.R)—John 
. L. Lewis, international president of 
the United Mine Work ers of Amer­ 
ica, today served notice on bitumi­ 
nous coal operators that union min­ 
ers will not accept a wage scale set 
on a competitive basis with that of 
the non-union fields. 
“ The union miner cannot agree to 
the acceptance of a wage principle 
which wi|l permit his annual'earn­ 
ings and his living standards to be 
determined by the hungriest unfortu­ 
nates whom the non-union operators» 
can employ ,” Lewis declared. 
This statement of 
policy 
was 
made in his report as union 
presi­ 
dent to the international convention 
of th<* United Mine Work ers 
which 
opened here today . 
The report of Lewis was 
inter­ 
preted as a direct challenge to oper­ 
ators of the central competitive field 
which comprises the union bitumin­ 
ous mines of western Pennsy lvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 
Operators of this region declared 
after meeting in Toledo last 
week 
that they would demand a wage re­ 
duction to place the union mines on 
a basis of competition with the non­ 
union mines of West A irginia 
and 
Kentuck y after ex piration of 
the 
Jack sonville agreement on March 31. 
“ The problems of the bituminous 
industry will not be solved merely by 
the practice of pay ing less wages to 
the men employ ed therein,’' 
Lewis 
said. 
“It has been 
repeatedly demon­ 
strated that in times of over pro­ 
duction and depressed mark ets, the 
non-union coal operator having the 
power will reduce wages to any point 
necessary to give them a margin of 
advantage over the union producers. 
“ it is an economic fact that 
the 
mine work er in tin* ccnral competi­ 
tive field and tin* outly ing organized 
bituminous territory lives under 
a 
social standard that will not phrmit 
him to work for wages as 
pitifully 
low and that entails such a degree 
of economic degredation as prevails 
in tin* miserable coal camps of sou­ 
thern West Virginia and southeast­ 
ern Kentuck y and elsewhere in the 
non-union area.”
